And 
it ix noticeable that the 
Russians are harping on 
this point In their reply to 
the Eisenhower proposals, 
Thus, while it is encouray- 
ing to find the Kremlin 
making a positive response 
to the President's Invita- 
tion, ft would be unwise to 
expect rupid results from 
the confidential discuasions 
when they take place. 


THE easence of the Eisen- 
hower plan is that .the 
Powers who possess 
secrets of atomic energy 
should, step by step, put 
into effect n method for Its 
eventual international con- 
trol. To achieve this, Mr 
Elsenhower suggests that 
in the first ‘place exist- 
ing stocks of —‘atomiz 
and . fissionable materials 
should be placed in a poul 
and made available to the 
world for peaceful purposes. 
The Sovict reaction to this 
idea suggests that they are 
suspicious of the motives 
behind it. They ‘continue to 
‘make use of the familiar 
innuendo that the “im- 
perlaliste” intend to retain 
atomic war weapons for the 
purpose of keeping the 
world in a state of suspense 
and—agitation.—Therefore 


the first task of the Western 
Powers when the confiden- 
tial talks begin will be to 
convince the Russians that 
there is no ulterior. or hid- 
den motive behind the 
Eisenhower plan; that it is 
a genuine attempt -to solve 
the dangerous problem of 
atomic control; and that it 
is the most realistic way of 
eventually bringing atomic 
energy in. all its forms 
under nppropriate “*inter-
